I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  i960  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough. 

The  following  are  the  principal  facts  in  the  general  vital 
statistics  for  the  year  : — 

Population  : The  estimated  population  for  Heywood  during  i960 
is  24,660. 

Birth  Rate  : The  Birth  Rate  for  i960  was  17*2.  This  is  2*3  more 
than  the  average  of  the  last  five  years. 

Death  Rate  : The  Death  Rate  for  i960  was  i2-9,  which  is  i*i 
less  than  the  average  for  the  last  five  years. 

Infantile  Mortality  : Infantile  Mortality  for  i960  was  23-9  per  1,000 
births,  being  4*1  less  than  the  average  for  the  last  five  years. 

Total  live  births  were  34  more  than  in  1959. 

There  were  14  still  births. 

Maternal  Mortality  : There  were  no  Maternal  deaths.

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Birth  and  Death  Rates. 

The  numbers  of  births  and  deaths  are  those  REGISTERED 
during  the  calendar  year  (i.e.  ist  JAN. — 31st  DEC  INCLUSIVE) 
and  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  They  will 
differ  therefore  from  uncorrected  figures  compiled  locally  month  by 
month. 


The  Birth  Rate  shows  an  increase  of  1 *5  as  compared  with  last 
year,  the  actual  number  of  the  births  during  i960  being  34  more 
than  in  1959. 


In  addition  to  the  419  births  registered  for  the  year,  there  were 
14  Stillbirths  registered,  giving  a rate  of  32^3  per  1,000  total  births. 

On  the  basis  of  318  deaths  the  Death  Rate  was  12*9  per  1,000 
of  the  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General. 


A increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  is  recorded, 
58  being  attributed  to  that  cause,  an  increase  of  7 from  the 
previous  year.  Of  that  number  q persons  died  of  Cancer  of  the 
lung  or  bronchus,  1 less  than  the  number  for  1959.  Of  the  total 
deaths  from  Cancer,  55  were  people  of  upwards  of  55  years  of  age. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Cancer  was  2*43  per  1,000  estimated 
population. 

Detailed  figures  of  the  cause  of  death  of  the  10  infants  under 
12  months  of  age  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  9.

The  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  is  held  each  Monday,  Thursday  and 
Friday  morning  commencing  at  9-0  o’clock. 

The  Ophthalmic  Gli  nic  is  held  each  Monday  morning  com- 
mencing at  9-0  o’clock,  by  appointment  only. 

The  Orthopoedic  Clinic  is  held  on  the  first  Friday  of  each  month 
commencing  at  10-0  o’clock,  by  appointment  only.  Each 
Monday  afternoon  is  devoted  to  massage  and  remedial  exer- 
cises. This  session  is  in  charge  of  a Physiotherapist. 

The  Dental  Clinic  is  held  on  Monday  at  2-0  p.m.  and  Tuesday 
9-30  a.m.  and  1-30  p.m.,  and  on  Friday  afternoon  at  1-30  p.m. 
In  addition  a clinic  is  held  for  expectant  mothers  at  5-0  p.m 
on  Monday  and  Tuesday.  With  the  exception  of  Monday,  all 
clinics  are  by  appointment.  An  additional  session  was  com- 
menced in  Nov.,  i960,  for  conservative  dentistry. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Health  Centre,  Taylor  Street 
Heywood,  comprises  one  waiting  room,  one  weighing  room,  one 
consulting  room  and  one  Dental  room.  The  sale  of  Baby  Foods 
and  issue  of  Welfare  Foods  takes  place  during  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  hours,  and  in  addition  Saturday  morning  is  devoted  to  the 
issue  of  Welfare  Foods. 

Ambulance  Service 

A fully  equipped  and  staffed  ambulance  service  is  provided  by 
the  County  Council  for  all  types  of  case  including  those  of  infectious 
diseases. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

Two  Midwives  appointed  by  the  County  Council  practise  in 
the  Borough,  They  also  attend  the  ante  and  post  natal  clinics. 

Three  District  Nurses  work  in  the  town.  They  also  are 
appointed  by  the  County  Council. 

Day  Nurseries 

Two  day  nurseries  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council  are 
situated  in  the  Borough  : — 

(i)  St.  Anne’s  Nursery,  Bury  New  Road,  has  accommodation 
for  40  children. 

(ii)  Queen  St.  Nursery  accommodates  50  children.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  is  supplied  by  the  Heywood 
and  Middleton  Water  Board. 

It  is  derived  from  moorland  surface  gathering  grounds,  stored 
in  impounding  reservoirs,  subjected  to  treatment  by  the  addition  of 
chalk  and  sedimentation,  passed  through  sand  filters  and  chlorine 
is  added  when  entering  the  supply  pipes. 

The  supply  is  sufficient,  constant  and  of  good  quality. 

Raw  Water. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  on  104  occasions 
during  the  year. 

All  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Chemical  examinations  were  carried  out  on  104  occasions  dur- 
ing the  year  and  were  found  to  be  slightly  acidic. 

Water  after  Treatment. 

120  bacteriological  examinations  were  performed  and  all 
samples  were  satisfactory, 

48  full  chemical  analyses  and  7 2 modified  chemical  analyses 
were  performed  and  all  proved  satisfactory  and  were  declared 
“free  from  lead,”  and  of  high  degree  of  organic  purity. 

Messrs.  Melling  and  Arden,  Analytical  Chemists,  were  respon- 
sible for  the  examination  of  all  the  above  samples  taken  by  the 
Water  Board. 

Precautions  taken  against  Plumbo-Solvency. 

Chalk  is  added  at  the  rate  of  if  grains  per  gallon,  and  when 
necessary,  soda  ash  is  added  at  the  rate  of  f grain  per  gallon. 

Supplies  to  Houses. 

A direct  piped  water  supply  is  maintained  in  8,732  houses. 
No  dwellinghouse  is  supplied  by  means  of  a stand  pipe.

Public  Cleansing. 

House  refuse  is  deposited  by  house  holders  in  the  9,836  mov- 
able Ashbins  which  are  now  in  existence. 

Refuse  from  premises  other  than  houses  is  collected  from 
the  855  movable  ashbins. 

Collection  of  all  refuse  and  nightsoil  is  carried  out  weekly. 
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Disposal  of  refuse  is  dealt  with  at  the  Destructor  Works,  where 
it  is  screened  and  burnt. 

The  number  of  houses  at  which  movable  ashbins  have  been 
provided  during  the  year  is  443* 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accommodation 
consists  of  : — 

175  Pail  closets. 

1,600  Waste  water  closets. 

A long  term  policy  is  in  operation  whereby  Owners  of  property 
are  offered  a grant  of  £10  for  the  conversion  of  either  Waste 
Water,  Privy  or  Pail  Closets  to  Fresh  Water  Closets.  During  the 
year  87  Tippler  Waste  Water  Closets  and  1 Pail  Closet  have 
been  converted. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  Public  Baths  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  consists  of 
a swimming  bath  (25  x 10  yards)  and  15  slipper  baths  (10  for  men, 
five  for  women)  the  latter  being  fairly  modern  and  in  good  condi- 
tion. 


The  water  used  for  filling  is  from  the  Heywood  and  Middleton 
Water  Board  supply,  which  is  treated  by  filtration,  sterilisation  and 
aeration.  A complete  turnover  of  water  is  accomplished  every  five 
hours. 

During  the  year  a chemical  test  was  taken  daily,  as  well  as 
two  full  chemical  examinations  both  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  privately  owned  swimming  bath  or  pool  in  the 
Borough.

Six  smoke  observations  were  taken  during  the  year,  the  re- 
duction as  compared  with  the  150  observations  in  1957  was  due 
to  depletion  in  staff.  There  has,  however,  been  a steady  reduction 
in  smoke  emission  from  factory  chimneys,  probably  due  to  the  pre- 
vious efforts  of  the  department  and  the  joint  meeting  with  the  indus- 
trialists or  their  representatives  on  the  20th  February,  1958.

Smoke  Control  Areas. 

A survey  was  completed  of  the  Council’s  second  Smoke  Con- 
trol Area  which  consisted  of  494  acres  bounded  on  the  north  partly 
by  the  centre  of  roadway  in  Bury  Street,  partly  by  the  centre  of  the 
roadway  in  Bridge  Street,  partly  by  the  Unity  Mill  and  partly  by 
the  railway  between  Heap  Bridge  and  Broadfield,  on  the  west 
partly  by  the  River  Roch  and  partly  by  the  Unity  Mill  and  the 
centre  of  the  roadway  in  Unity  Street,  Bullough  Moor  Recreation 
Ground,  Livesey  Lane  and  the  centre  of  the  roadway  in  Partington 
Street,  on  the  south  partly  by  the  Municipal  boundary  leading  from 
a point  on  the  River  Roach  near  the  weir  at  Roach  Mount  to  a 
point  near  the  Three  Arrows  Inn  and  partly  by  the  centre  of  the 
roadway  in  Pilsworth  Road  leading  from  a point  near  the  Three 
Arrows  Inn  to  Broadfield  Station  and  on  the  east  by  the  centre  of 
the  roadway  in  Pilsworth  Road  to  its  junction  with  Bridge  Street. 
The  area  was  approved  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Minis- 
try of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation. 
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A survey  of  the  third  area  comprising  105  acres,  708  dwelling 
houses,  97  other  premises  and  bounded  by  Bridge  Street,  Market 
Street  and  the  Market  Place  on  the  north,  Hind  Hill  Street  and 
following  the  course  of  Wrigley  Brook  to  its  junction  with  the  main 
Bury  and  Heywood  railway  line  on  the  east,  the  main  Hey  wood 
and  Bury  railway  line  on  the  south  and  Pilsworth  Road  on  the 
west,  is  in  progress.

(B)  Meat. 

All  slaughtering  and  inspection  of  carcases  are  carried  out  at 
the  Abbatoir,  Bury,  and  surrounding  authorities,  with  the  exception 
of  animals  slaughtered  in  emergency  or  pigs  in  connection  with  the 
outbreaks  of  Swine  Fever.  26  pigs  were  killed  and  inspected  and  15 
whole  carcases,  and  part  of  the  offal  of  11  other  carcases  were 
condemned.

Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947 — 1948. 

The  Registration  of  premises  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
Ice  Cream  is  carried  out  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955.  Three  premises  were  registered  during  the  year.  Be- 
fore registration  is  granted  premises  must  comply  with  the  Code 
of  Practice  issued  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  16  inspec- 
tions were  made  during  the  year. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

A guide  to  the  above  Regulations  has  been  circulated  to  all  food 
premises  in  the  Borough.  Systematic  detailed  inspections  have 
been  made  of  all  bakehouses  and  the  shortcomings  communicated 
to  the  occupiers.  Advice  has  been  given  to  various  occupiers  re- 
garding compliance  with  these  Regulations. 

Bye-laws  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955 

All  occupiers  of  Food  premises  within  the  Borough  have  been 
provided  with  a copy  of  the  Bye-laws  to  make  them  conversant  with 
their  responsibilities. 

Condemned  Food. 

All  condemned  food  is  incinerated  under  supervision 
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SEWAGE  WORKS 

Daring  the  1960,  700  million  gallons  of  sewage  and  trade 
waste  have  been  fully  treated  at  the  Botany  Works.  Storm  water 
above  3 times  the  dry  weather  flow  has  been  dealt  with  on  the 
Storm  Water  Filters. 

The  sewage  has  been  strong  in  character  due  to  the  large 
proportion  of  trade  waste  from  Tannery,  Dyeworks  and  Bleach 
Works,  etc. 

6,000  tons  of  sludge  have  been  removed  from  the  Sediment- 
ation tanks  and  3,500  tons  of  humus  sludge  removed  from  the 
final  Settling  Tanks.  The  sludge  has  been  disposed  of  on  ash 
banked  drying  beds  situated  on  the  adjacent  Destructor  Works  Tip. 

Treatment  at  the  Botany  Works  consists  of  sedimentation, 
biological  filtration  and  final  settlement  ; some  chemical  precipita- 
tion is  carried  out. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  sewage  gravitates  to  the  Works,  a 
small  amount  from  the  low  lying  district  of  Hooley  Bridge  is  con- 
veyed by  a low  level  sewer  and  is  then  pumped  to  tank  level. 

The  Works  consists  of  Detritus  Tank,  Screens,  Storm  Over- 
flow, Flow  Recorder,  Sedimentation  Tanks,  Filtration  Plant, 
Humus  Tanks,  Pressing  Plant,  Ejectors,  Electrical  Pumping 
Plant,  Air  Compressor,  Motors,  etc. 

Further  work  has  been  carried  out  on  the  installation  of  modern 
Sprinklers  to  replace  the  oid  machines. 

The  extension  scheme  commenced  in  1959  has  proceeded 
throughout  the  year  and,  in  spite  of  the  extremely  bad  weather, 
considerable  progress  has  been  made. 

Due  to  the  extension  and  the  continued  bad  weather,  working 
conditions  have  at  times  been  difficult,  but  complete  treatment  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Sewage  from  the  Heap  Bridge  area,  estimated  at  1 1,000,000 
gallons  has  been  separately  treated  on  the  old  land  filtration  Works 
situated  at  Heap  Bridge. 

Trouble  has  been  experienced  at  both  Botany  and  Heap  Bridge 
due  to  trespass  and  damage,  interference  with  the  plant,  etc.  ; an 
alarming  feature  has  been  the  growing  and  indiscriminate  dis- 
charge of  firearms  over  the  Works. 
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DESTRUCTOR  WORKS 


6,965  tons  of  household  and  shop  refuse  have  been  dealt  with 
at  the  Destructor  Works. 

1,000  loads  of  trade  refuse  from  the  various  industries  in  the 
town  have  been  disposed  of,  and  over  1,000  loads  of  gulley  waste, 
street  sweepings  and  miscellaneous  refuse  from  the  Surveyor’s 
Department  and  other  Corporation  Departments  have  been  dis- 
posed of  on  the  Destructor  Works  Tip. 

Salvage  operations  have  continued  through  the  year,  the 
main  items  being  waste  paper,  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  metals, 
textiles,  cinder  fuel  and  ash. 

The  works  are  of  modern  design  consisting  of  Refuse  Hopper 
and  Housing,  Refuse  Elevator  and  casing,  Rotary  Screen 
and  Housing,  Tradings  conveyor,  Picking  Belt,  Electro-Magnetic 
Separator,  Paper  Baler,  Metal  Baler,  Two  Cell  Incinerator  with 
conveyor  type  stoking  and  forced  draught,  Dust  Extraction  Plant, 
Water  Seal  Type  Dust  Trap,  Motors,  etc.  All  Drives  are  electrical. 

Trouble  has  been  experienced  from  trespass,  damage  and  the 
discharge  of  fire-arms.

Diphtheria 

No  cases  of  diptheria  for  the  eighth  year  in  succession. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

This  disease  accounted  for  3 cases,  1 of  which  was  treated 
in  hospital,  and  recovered.  No  contacts  of  these  cases  were 
excluded  from  school  during  the  year. 

Pneumonia. 

1 case  of  Acute  primary  and  influenzal  pneumonia  was  noti- 
fied during  the  year  The  patient  did  not  recover.  In  all,  8 
deaths  occurred  from  these  diseases. 

Measles. 

17  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  none  of 
which  proved  fatal. 

Whooping  Cough. 

3 notifications  of  this  disease  were  received  all  of  which 
recovered. 

Dysentery. 

A total  of  43  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  were  reported  during  the 
year,  as  against  109  in  1959,  which  occurred  in  isolated  outbreaks. 

Food  Poisoning. 

3 persons  suffered  from  infection  by  Salmonella  memston 
3 persons  from  Salmonella  typhi-murium  and  1 person  from 
Salmonella  brandenburg. 

All  these  cases  occurred  in  isolated  outbreaks.

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  infected  materials  arising  from  notifiable  cases 
of  Infectious  Diseases  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Staff. 

In  addition  the  fumigation  of  1 house  by  means  of  Formalin 
was  carried  out. 

Tubercular-infected  houses  are  disinfected,  but  no  arrangements 
are  in  force  whereby  disinfection  is  carried  out  in  cases  of  mumps, 
measles,  whooping  cough  and  chicken-pox. 

Any  Elementary  schools  in  which  any  possibility  of  infection 
exists,  are  fumigated,  or  sprayed  with  liquid  disinfectant. 

All  books  belonging  to  the  Public  Library  which  have  been 
exposed  to  infection  are  treated  by  fumigation  before  being  again 
put  in  circulation.

79  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  only  and  298 
children  received  “booster”  doses.

During  the  year  i960  three  notifications  of  patients  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  were  received.
